1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) 1 , A system for prefetching travel infermation relevant to travel products 
from travel suppliers^ prior to a process of making trav e l rooer^^tiong by usew in anticipation of future 
requests from users, the system comprising: 

a prefetcher for accessing retrieving the travel information; 

a cadie for storing the travel information Q ooeo oe d retrieved by said prefetcher; and 

a front-end, wherein the system is able to receive queries from users and respond to the 
queries, 

puch that paid cach e of th e-s yst e m cach es th e travol information^ wher e in s aid pref e tching create s 
a comprchcnfiive - eadie having a Bubgtnntiolly high probability of oontoitiing th e trai i ^ 
information thatth e- tio e r n ee dfl 

such that said prefetcher retrieves travel information that is not vet needed by said front-end foi 
responding to anv existing requests from users, for the purpose of creating a cache that has a 
substantiallv hi^ probability of containing the travel information that will be needed by said 
ftont-^nd for lesoondine to future requests from users. 

2. (ORIGINAL) The system according to claim 1, wherein said front-end is embodied as a Web site. 

3. (ORIGINAL) The system according to claim 1, further comprising an optimizer to perform post- 
processing on the prefetched data« 

4. (ORIGINAL) The system according to claim 1, wherein said system serves one or more organizations, 
and said users are members of said organizations. 

5. (ORIGINAL) The system according to claim 1, wherein said users are travel agents that use said 
system to serve their customers. 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for prefetdiing travel infomiation relevant to travel products 
from travel suppliers, prior to a proooaa of maldng travel r ooor^^oltono by uooro in anticipation of future 
requests from users, wherein the travel information is stored in a cache, die method comprising: 
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determining the set of travel suppliers that need to be queried; and 
perforaiing the following for each travel supplier: 
making a connection to that travel supplier; 

detennining what queries need to be sent to the supplier, based on the protocol that is 
defined by the specific supplier and the travel information that n o odo to be r e trio^Tsd from 
thn fiiipplior ifi expected to be most relevant to futu r e requegta from users : 

performing the following for each query that is needed: 

sending the query to the supplier and retrieving the results; and 
storing the results in the cache; and 

terminating said connection to the supplier. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 6, wherein the specific type of product is one of the 
following: 

rental cars; 

accommodations; and 

air travel. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 6, wherein said protocol is based on Web services, and 
wherein said queries are messages that are sent to the supplier, and wherein said results are messages sent 
by the supplier. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 6, wherein storing involves substantial processing before 
said storing. 

10. (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 6, wherein said travel products are of special interest to 
at least one organization and said users are members of said at least one organization. 

1 1 . (ORIGINAL) The method according to claim 6, wherein said users are travel agents that are making 
reservations for their custortwrs. 
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12. (ORIGINAI.) The method according to claim 6, wherein said travel suppUer is a Global Distribution 
System (GDS) that supplies information for travel products ftom different suppliers. 

13. (OIQGINAL) The method according to claim 6, wherein detenxiining what queries need to be sent 
involves inspecting the history of travel reservations of said users. 
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
